(Luke 21:24) 


The Bible theme of the “seven 
times” is one of first importance in 
the understanding of the Word of God, 
and this is particularly true of those 
marvelous events which occupy the 
stage of the world in those days 
which immediately precede the second 


filled with the mention of the num- 


@ it: of the Lord. The Word of God 








er ‘“seven.” It is a number which in 
itself and in the uses made of it in the 
Scriptures, suggests the fact of divine 
completeness. It is the capstone to all 
the finisned mysteries of the Lord 
God. The first number of it suggests 
the beginning, while the last or the 
seventh suggests the end. 

The “seven times” is a particularly 
impressive, prophetic period. These 
“times” have a definite beginning and 
just as positive an end, and taken all 
in all they constitute the most im- 
portant of the measured time of the 
Lord. A “time” in scripture is always 
one year of three hundred and sixty 
days and seven of these times would 
total two thousand, five hundred and 
twenty days. These days, by the pe- 
culiar wisdom of God, have from time 
to time been broadened out into years, 
making two thousand five hundred 
and twenty years, instead of the ac- 
tual time of so many days. 

One of the corroborative scriptures 
of the above is found in Numbers 14, 
about the 34th verse. On this occasion 
Moses had sent the spies to spy out 
the land of Canaan, who had returned 
with an adverse report. All but two of 
these were afraid of the inhabitants 
of the land, and their fear was an 
offense, a “breach of promise” with 
them and sentenced them to wander 
in the wilderness for the space of 
forty years. Each day was to become 
a year, and thus spake the Lord in 
so many words. Another case was that 
of the prophet Ezekiel. Ezek. 4:5, 6, “I 
have laid upon thee the years of their 
iniquity, according to the number of 
the days, ...I have appointed thee 
each day for a year.” 

The “seven times” of scripture were 
seven prophetic times. In other words, 
they were seven times three hundred 


@:: sixty days, two thousand five 


undred and twenty days, or in the 
deeply prophetic sense in which they 
are always used, two thousand five 
hundred and twenty years. 

These “seven times” of years cover 


* the most important periods of history 


of the world; and within their scope 
is discovered all the major operations 
of God from the redemption of the 
human race. 

These “seven times” are also called 
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Cimes or the 


Cimes of the Cyentiles 


the “times of the Gentiles” and by 
none other than the Lord Jesus Him- 
self. Luke 21:24, “And Jerusalem shall 
be trodden down of the Gentiles until 
the times of the Gentiles shall be ful- 
filled.” Jerusalem has been trodden 
down by the Gentiles for about two 
thousand five hundred years. So you 
see the coming of the Lord is near 
and the Gentile age is coming to a 
close. Rom. 11:25 tells us about the 
fulness of the Gentile age, the “seven 
times.” 

Twenty years had passed _ since 
Jacob had obtained the birthright 
blessing from his father Isaac by sub- 
terfuge, and he was now returning 
with fear and trembling to his former 
home, and to the presence of his 
brother Esau. He was afraid to meet 
Esau because of the transaction of 
previous years, and it was on this oc- 
casion that Jacob in his anguish of 
heart wrestled with God at the ford 
Jabbok. After Jacob had had this sea- 
son of refreshing with the Lord, he 
heard of the coming of Esau, and dis- 
mounting himself he passed on ahead 
and as his brother approached, Jacob 
bowed himself seven times to Esau. 
Gen. 33:3. But the love of Esau for 
his brother Jacob prevailed and he 
lifted him up and addressed him with 
affection and the reconciliation was 
complete. But what prophetic shadows 
had been cast across the pathway of 
the people of God by this action of 
the repentant Jacob. What terrible 
times were foreshown for the cove- 
nant people who had proceeded from 
his loins. 

These “seven times” of bowing were 


- significant of the seven times of years 


in which Esau, the children of the 
flesh, should have dominion over 
Jacob, the children of the promise, 
Gen. 27:39, 40, and those “‘seven times” 
are as yet incomplete, for the children 
of the flesh still control the sacred 
places of Mount Zion. The site of the 
temple is still in the hands of Esau 
after two thousand and around five 
hundred years. The times of the Gen- 
tiles are as yet not full. For two thou- 
sand five hundred years the Jews 
have been without their own king, 
without a prince or a ruler of any kind. 
I will quote again Luke 21:24, “And 
Jerusalem shall be trodden down of 
the Gentiles until the time of the Gen- 
tiles shall be fulfilled.” That, my 
brother, is soon coming. King Nebu- 
chadnezzar of Babylon was the head 
of gold. Dan. 2:31-45. “Thou art this 
head of gold.” That is what Daniel 
told Nebuchadnezzar. In other words, 
“Thou art the beginning of this great 
world image, beginning of the times 


of the Gentiles.” But at the end of 
the times of the Gentiles, down at the 
ten toes, a stone that was not hewed 
out by man will end the “seven times” 
or the times of the Gentiles. 

Let me give you another type; 
namely, sprinkling of the blood of 
atonement, in this case with special 
reference to sin of ignorance on the 
part of both priest and people, and 
the “seven times” here mentioned in 
the 4th chapter of Leviticus is again 
the same prophetic period which 
reaches to the end of present dispen- 
sation, and which closes at the begin- 
fm of the time of the great tribula- 
ion. 

Was there ever a time in the history 
of the world when mankind was as ig- 
norant of gospel truth as they are 
today? Living in a time when educa- 
tion and knowledge are ranked as the 
supreme attainments of life, they wal- 
low in the densest ignorance concern- 
ing the things of Almighty God. The 
“seven times” sprinkling of the blood 
of atonement under discussion in this 
paragraph is positively shown to cease 
at the end of the “seven times” and 
the end of the “seven times” is plain- 
ly shown to be at the beginning of the 
great tribulation. Thus the proclama- 
tion of gospel truth will cease at that 
time. The seven times of blood 
sprinkling are significant of the fact 
that the sprinkling of the blood 
atonement, which of course includes 
the sprinkling of the blood of Christ, 
must come to an end with the seven 
prophetic times. The seven times of 
blood sprinkling were for the express 
purpose of covering the sin of ignor- 
ance, Lev. 5:2, and this is the great 
work for the present time. 

It is a shame that after two thou- 
sand years of the operations of the 
blessed Holy Ghost mankind is still 
ignorant of the plan, purpose, and 
power of God to work for him the 
fullest redemption. The sprinkling of 
the oil, Lev. 14th chapter, is likewise 
symbolic of the outpouring of the 
Holy Ghost, which was to be given 
during the same period of these “seven 
times.” For in this case blood and oil 
were both used in the cleansing of the 
leper and both were sprinkled seven 
times. 

O God, help us to be ready and be 
filled with the Holy Ghost while the 
outpour is for us. 

There are many other types, but 
space will not permit commenting on 
them, but just a word about Joshua 
and the seven times around the walls 
of Jericho. The seventh time around 
the walls collapsed. The collapse of

Startling Disclosure 


J. Edgar Hoover, writing under the 
caption of “The Betrayed Genera- 
tion,” said, “I think I know the record 
of the younger generation. Thousands 
of cases involving young people have 
passed over my desk in recent years. 
I am painfully aware of the criminal 
record of modern youth. Day and 
night I am haunted by the disturbing 
fact that youthful crime is on tne 
increase. In 1942; among boys under 
21 years of age, we naa an increase in 
arrests of 14 per cent for assauit, 26 
per cent for disorderly conduct, 30 per 
cent tor drunkenness and 1U per cent 
for rape. Tne increase in arrests 


among girls under 21 is disgraceful. 


and alarming. Last year tnere were in- 
creases of 29 per cent tor homicide, 27 
per cent for larceny, 64 per cent for 
prostitution, 124 per cent tor vagrancy, 
69 per cent for disorderly conduct and 
39 per cent for drunkenness. 

“This situation is shocking. As 
adults, we snould be asking ourselves 
wny such a state of aftairs exists and 
setting ourselves to correct it. I have 
an unpoundaed faith in this generation. 
I am hopeiul and optimistic about 
them, though I know how bad that 
record looks and how uncertain and 
grim seems their future. And I svill 
say they are not so much lost as be- 
trayed, and I am interested in the 
underlying causes of that betrayal. 

“This situation didn’t come upon us 
overnight; it has been developing for 
years. It has been aided and abetted 
by our spirit of wartime abandon, our 
‘last fling’ philosophy, our moral and 
spiritual confusion and our unsettled 
hving. Youth did not create any of the 
conditions which today threaten 
to weaken our society. They were 
in full bloom when youth arrived. The 
betrayal came at tne hands of the 
generation that preceded the present 
one.” 

What a startling revelation of the 
failure of the American home; what 
tragic, yea, what terrible price tne 
coming generation will pay for the 
delinquencies of the parents that 
have led to the “child delinquency” 
sweeping our nation.

Delinquency of Women 


So much has been said about “child 
delinquency”; little, however, has 
been said about “delinquency of 
women.” On the latter subject the fol- 
lowing will be helpful to us to wneer- 
stand what is going on: 

“The FBI furnished figures to spur 
the Catholic drys in their work: pre- 
dominant among arrested last year 
were 18-year-old boys and _ girls; 
there was a 39 per cent increase in the 
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women arrested for drunkenness; a 
6¥ per cent increase in women arrest- 
ed tor disorderly conduct; many teen- 
age boys working in factories with 
older men have taken to the bottle.” 

This terrible condition among 
women would rank as “delinquency” 
No. 2. It is, however, “delinquency” 
No. 1. It preceded in process of time 
the shameful reeling of crimes among 
children.

Foreign Missions Decline in China 
Predicted 


It is reported that “the presence of 
a large body of trained nacive Cnris- 
tian 1eaders in Cnina no longer neces- 
Sitates that foreign missionaries play 
a dominating roie in mussionary ac- 
tivities.” This is wnat ail religious 
bodies doing mission work desire for 
all mission lleias; we are to hope that 
this is not faise optimism, but tnat 
Cnina may inaeed become strong in 
religious culture and experience. 


What Would Stalin Say to This? 


Not many months ago a Christian 
worker went to a camp tor kussian 
prisoners somewhere in Germany. His 
going to tnis camp of a tnousana Rus- 
sians was a kind of test. Fearing that 
violent demonsvrations Migiut ioliuw 
the announcement ot his topic to so 
many young communists, the speaker 
was given a bodyguard of two olfiicers 
and a detachment of soldiers. When 
he ascended the high platform, the 
Red commander gave the order: 
“Caps off,” which in old Russia was a 
sign that prayers were to be offered. 
When the speaker announced that he 
was going to give a religious address 
and that anyone who did not want 
to listen could leave, only twenty of 
the thousand men retired. Then he 
spoke about the storms of life and the 
unfailing Christ who is the sure way 
out. At tne close of the address the in- 
vitation to accept Christ was given 
and virtually every man raised his 
hand. 

He then gave out his meager supvly 
of Testaments in Russian and 
Ukrainian. One big Russian soldier 
stood up and started to tear his Test- 
ament apart. The speaker thought, 
“Yes, this is the kind of opposition I 
could expect.” Then he saw that the 
prisoner was not destroying the Test- 
ament, but that he was keeping 
Matthew for himself, giving Mark to 
another man, Luke to another, and 
John to another. The other men start- 
ed to tear their Testaments apart, and 
before long every man who could pos- 
sibly get his hands on it had a page 
out of the New Testament. Before the 
week was out, these men were saving 


their small rations of food and trying 
to tempt some man to part with the 
page from the New Testament in ex- 
change for two days’ food.”

Sunday School and Delinquency 


The Sunday School Times quotes a 
letter of W. M. MacNair, written to the 
Boston Globe, wherein he states that: 

“The Judge Parker Foundation is 
quoted as saying that during the past 
year delinquency has increased 7 per 
cent among boys and 29 per cent 
among girls. It is also a fact that Sun- 
day School enrollment is steadily de- 
creasing under the changing condi- 
tions of Sunday observance. The larg- 
est Protestant denomination in Mas- 
sachusetts reports a decline in mem- 


bership of its Sunday Schools > 


113,273 in 1935 to 89,297 in 1942, a lo 
of 21 per cent. A group of thirty-s 
churches in the Boston area has just 
reported a loss of 2,000 members in its 
Sunday Schools during the past year.” 
At the same time the correspondent 
also said that Governor Saltonstall 
had “called for the appointment of 
more policewomen throughout the 
state to cope with the growing juve- 
nile delinquency.” A dark picture cer- 
tainly, but one that could doubtless be 
duplicated in many other states. It is 
a fresh call to redouble our efforts to 
bring more children into the Sunday 
School, to lead them to the Savior who 
alone can save and keep them, and to 
teach them the Bible without dilution. 
The first sateguard to future gen- 
erations is the American home; the 
second is the Sunday School, and the 
last is the Church. Either of these 
great institutions are rendered less 
potent if any one of the others fail.

I wrote you 
a V-mail letter yesterday and I 
thought I would write more today. 

I don’t guess you can read this for 
this is some Japanese paper I picked 
up and it doesn’t write so good. This is 
also a Japanese pencil I am using. 

Tell Papa that it was just as tough 
as he always thought it was. It is the 
most horrible thing I have ever ex- 
perienced. I was on the front twenty 
days. I surely did have some close 
shaves. A fellow doesn’t know how 
close he can get to the ground till bul- 
lets go to whizzing over his head. That 
is one time I really stuck to old 
Mother Earth. About the happiest 
moment of my life was when we made 
our last drive and pushed through to 
the beach and the Colonel said our 
mission was accomplished. I was real- 
ly happy. I know the Lord was with 
me every step of the way and I really 
did some praying. Anybody will send 
up a prayer from a fox hole. It is real- 
ly tough, sleeping in a fox hole and it 
raining every night and at times the 
hole will get nearly full of water; we 
had to dip it out with our helmets. 

I got about twenty letters the other 
day. I got the picture that Snooks sent 
and I got some from Vera. Tell all the 
kids not to think hard of me for not 
writing them for I just get a little 
material to write with, but when we 
get settled I will write all of them, for 
they will give us some V-mail paper. 
This is the first time I have had a 
chance to write in almost a month. I 
guess you will wonder why I have not 
been writing. Tell Lucille I got the V- 
mail she sent me but I was in no 
position to write so I had to throw 
them away. 

I had it tough for a long time, but 
I think I will get a rest in a little 
while, at least I hope so. 

Before I got in combat we had to 
stay up lots of nights on account of 
bombing raids. I saw my part of it 
and I hope I never experience it again. 

As much water as there is in the 
world, I never thought a man could 
get so thirsty. I have seen the time I 
would give anything in the world for 
a drink. 

I never got to see Duard McAbee but 
one time before we pulled out. Tell all 
the kids hello and I hope to see them 


soon.

“Your iniquities have turned away 
good things, and your sins have with- 
holden good things from you.” If we 
are hindering God in blessing our 
lives, we limit God in blessing others. 
Jesus spoke to the _ self-righteous 
Pharisees and lawyers, saying, “Ye en- 
ter not in yourselves and them that 
would enter ye hinder.” 

Lack of faith limits God. Mark 6:5, 
6, “And he could there do no mighty 
work, save that he laid his hands up- 
on a few sick folk, and healed them. 
And he marvelled because of their un- 
belief.” This happened in Nazareth, 
His own country.

They are requesting prayer that 
God will continue to move on the 
hearts of the government officials to 
grant them rice for the Bible School 
and orphanage. You will note that 
they are not asking for a larger por- 
tion or any portion of meat or delica-

cies of any kind, but they are only 
praying for God to give them enough 
rice that they may continue to exist. 
At the time Sister Cook wrote the 
last letter, the workers of Central 
Travancore were gathered for a few 
days of teaching and prayer and Sis- 
ter Cook says, “As I write they are 
having what seems to be a real live 
testimony meeting down in

church.” She continues, “Praise the® 


Lord for the way He is working, in 
spite of the hardships our people are 
going through.” 

Apparently, prices are not con- 
trolled there, and the price of food has 
soared almost beyond reach of the 
average person. Some times we are 
inclined to complain about rationing 
here. Possibly we do not get as much 
gasoline as we would like to have, and 
maybe not enough meat or sugar, but 
think of these precious people gather- 
ing and praying for God to give them 
rice. Not all that they can eat, they 
would not expect that, but enough to 
give them sufficient strength to walk 
and preach and work for the salva- 
tion of souls—M. P. Cross, Mission 
Secretary.
